“pOETRY SUBJECT 
OF ‘LECTURE. 


INTERESTING TALK BY MR, 
W. W. HORNELL. 


‘An interesting lecture on “The 
Roota of Convention in Poetry” 
was given by Mr. W. W. Hornel. 
(Vice-Chancellor of the University) 
to a large attendance of members 
of the English Associntion which 
met at St. John’s Cathedral Nall 
yesterday evening.” 

In Introducing his subject, Mr. 
Hornell emphnaized that [t was of 
routs and not of beginnings thnt 
he was about to spenk. Origins of 
convention did not concern him. 
Dealing summarily with the defint- 
tion of convention he said he was 
using words which had not the re- 
motest connexton with the things 
for which they atood. ‘They menunt 
what they did mean’ because they 
were accepted as meaning it. 
“Horse” had no more connexion 
with the animal it signified than did 
“hippos” or “equus” or “cheval” or 
“pferd.” The yarying-soundr con- 
veyed the idea of the creature 
their respective users, simply be- 
cause, through immemorial usage, 
they were 80 understood. That was 
one element ine convention—ac- 
ceptance. 

Mr. Hornell quoted another by 
referring to an artist who ret to 
work to paint a Jandscape, Out of 
the imitations of hia medium he 
had to construct a set of symbols 
that would give to a plane the ap- 
pearance of depth. He did it and 
it was accepted and depth was seen 
where it was not. In the same 
way a dramatist who wrote a play 
had to somehow bring it about that 
staye time should produce tha {m- 
preasion of real time, We knew 
thit hours and mentha did not 
synchronize but we accepted them 
na co-incident; we knew that a 
surface had only two dimensions but 
we accepted it as representing three. 
The major conventions of art In- 
volved not only acceptance but alzo 
the acceptance of Susion.

conventions to be sure und: their 
ramuificntiona = - and ermutations 
were endless, But that was an- 
other story. - Their: busincas was 
with roote of cony¢ntion in poctry. 
What was the problem that the poet 
he asked. : 

“Jiere on the one hand is what 
Nilllam -Jamex once called ‘the 
dlooming weller”-—everything from 
he fall of n lenf to’thy collapse of 
the dollar, from the Peak of Hong- 
kong to Parnassus, from the mus- 
ings of MacWhirter to the tragedy 
of King Lear, And there was the 
poct who felt it all and strove to 
catch it and fix it in words.” 

The basic cunvention of imagery 
had its roots in the essential limita- 
tions of the poet's medium, in the 
fact that Iangurge itself stood in no 
immediate relation to the objects 
which it-represented but war n 
congeries of conventional symbols 
—of symbols which themselves, a8 
it happened, ‘owed their origin and 
growth to innumerable similar 
transfers. For the pubstance of 
poctry was. also the very stull of 
words. And in its Inrger sense 48 
well, the Language of Poctry was 
made up inevitably of symbols—of 
symbols for things in terms of 


to|other things, for things in terms 


of feeling. for feeling in terma of 
things. It was o language not of 
objecta but of the complex relations 
of objects. And the agency that 
moulded it was the ceaseless active 
power that was 
only in dexgree—imagination that 
fused the familiar and the strange, 
the thing he felt and the thing he 
saw, the world within and the 
world without into the tertium quid 
that interpreted both. 

There were two worlds—on_ the 
one hand, thought and affection, 
passion, hell itself: on the other 
what we have heard, what we have 
seen with our eyes and 
our hands have hendled--cach 
incomplete without the other— 
ench in a true sense non 
existent without the other, And 
poetry mediated between the two; 
or rather it brought the two to- 
gether into one. And that was no 
rhapsedy but sober trath.” 

Poetry built up a -fabrie out of 
the relations of things different yet 


special to poctry! 


alike... It did not deal with objects 
ver se but with objects na they ar 
seared to us. It must paint the 
“hings aa it saw them—not alas, 
for the God of things as they were 
who preaumably saw -them as thoy 
were, but for us mortals who ‘saw 
hem_Aot at all. as thay were. but 


dmply as they seamed. The poct's,

Art dealt in ilusfon, proceeded, 
the spenker. A tree painted with 
tedulous exactness © would 
give the -tree at all; painted as 
Corot painted it it was moro o tree 
than if it were a troe. It was the 
essense of art’ that its crentions 
avemed more true than if they were 
true, Consider for a moment the 
titanic grandeur of Shakespeare's 
luter heroes—that something 
colossal of which Professor Bradley 
spoke—Othello, Macbeth, Lear, 
Antony, those were not transcripts 
of reality, they were. truer than if 
they were. 

The poet’. truth which was pre- 
sented through flusion wae tinged 
with emotion. In that it differed 
fundamentally from that aspect of 
truth which the scientists strove to 
catch and fix. And because the 
object of poctry in the words of 
Wordaworth’s pronouncement was 
“truth—carried alike into the heart 
of passion,” one clement of poctic 
illusion was a helghtening of netual 
fact. : , ‘ 

What we might call the language 
of poetry in the larger sense (and 
that included illusion) existed pre- 
claely under the same conditions a8 
words themaclves. And words 
meant what we meant them to moun 
and what we accopted them ax mean- 
ing and nothing else. It was con- 
currence alone, not logic, that de- 
termined their, significance. Con- 
rent was not the be all and end all 
of speech. Illusion also meant what 
it was meant to mean and what we 
uecepted it ns meaning.
